Incorporated  in  1886,  this  road  provided  facilities 
and  connections  for  traffic  interchange  between 
several  railway  systems  terminating  at  Jersey  City, 
Hoboken  and  Weehawken. 

John  Pierpont  Morgan  (1837-1913),  was  one  of 
America’s  greatest  financiers  who  with  John  D. 
Rockefeller  was  reputed  to  have  control  of  half  the 
corporate  assets  of  the  U.S.  at  the  turn  of  the  20th 
Century.  Morgan  controlled  banks,  insurance 
companies,  shipping  lines  and  communications 
systems.  During  the  financial  crisis  of  1895,  it  was 
Morgan  who  lent  money  to  the  U.S.  Government.  He 
brilliantly  devised  a  plan  and  successfully  raised  funds 
to  purchase  gold  and  refill  the  coffers  of  the  Treasury 
thereby  saving  the  U.S.  Government  from  almost 
certain  disaster.  He  almost  single-handedly  stemmed 
the  panic  of  1907.

John  Nicholson  was  Pennsylvania  Comptroller 
General  with  powers  to  settle  the  State's  debts.

His  decisions  were  beyond  judicial 
review  and  constituted  liens  against  the  alleged 
debtor.  Charged  with  conflict  of  interest  in  paying  off 
his  own  certificates,  Nicholson  was  impeached  by  the  1040 
Pennsylvania  House.  Narrowly  acquitted  by  the 
Senate,  Nicholson  resigned  and  embarked  on 
business  and  land  speculation. 

Robert  Morris  was  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  financier  of  the  American  Revolution 
and  a  political  merchant.  Together  Morris  and 
Nicholson  formed  the  North  American  Land  1041 
Company  and  engaged  in  real  estate  speculation. 

However,  the  joint  venture  failed  and  both  men 
landed  in  debtor’s  prison.

George  Mortimer  Pullman  (1831-97)  was  an 
American  inventor  and  a  railroad  car  manufacturer.

His  titanic  attack 
(backed  by  Kuhn,  Loeb  and  William  Rockefeller)  on 
James  J.  Hill  (backed  by  the  House  of  Morgan)  over 
the  control  of  the  Northern  Pacific  triggered  the  May 
1901  panic  in  Wall  Street.

John  Charles  Fremont  (1813-1890)  was  an  army 
officer,  explorer,  and  one  lime  Presidential  candidate. 
In  his  youth  Fremont  surveyed  the  route  of  a 
potential  railroad  between  Charleston  and  Cincinnati, 
but  this  probably  has  little  to  do  with  this  123-mile 
route  from  Cincinnati  to  Sharon.  Fremont  blazed 
paths  to  the  West,  including  the  famous  "Oregon 
Trail".  His  huge  estates  and  the  discovery  of  gold  in 
California  made  him  rich.  He  served  briefly  as  one  of 
California’s  first  senators.  In  1856  his  wide  popularity 
and  antislavery  opinions  won  him  the  Republican 
nomination.  He  was  later  nearly  ruined  by 
unsuccessful  railroad  speculations.

Incorporated  in  1916,  this  company  was  the  result 
of  a  collaboration  between  Robert  C.  Hupp,  founder 
of  the  Detroit  company  that  produced  the 
Hupmobile,  and  the  brothers  Theodore  A.  and 
George  N.  Campbell,  founders  of  the  Imperial 
Automobile  Company  in  Jackson,  Ml.  Their  idea  was 
to  produce  a  low-priced  four-cylinder  world  beater, 
and  they  talked  New  York  financier  Willis  George 
Emerson  into  backing  the  project.  The  new  Emerson 
was  introduced  with  grandiose  publicity  and  was 
meant  to  challenge  Ford’s  Model  T.  Seemingly, 
success  was  assured,  but  for  unknown  reasons  only  69 
cars  were  built  in  three  months  despite  increased 
production  of  about  five  cars  a  day.  Certain 
irregularities  were  uncovered  and  by  June  of  1917, 
Emerson  Motors  went  into  receivership,  with  a  whole 
passel  of  company  officials  indicted  for  mail  fraud. 
Hupp,  Emerson  and  the  Campbells  were  not 
involved,  but  several  company  officials  were  convicted 
and  sent  to  jail.  Hupp  had  since  resigned,  while 
Emerson  and  the  Campbell  brothers  disassociated 
themselves  from  the  company  and  reorganized  as  the 
Campbell  Motor  Car  Company  which  produced  the 
new  Campbell  from  the  old  Emerson.

After 
taking  a  ride  in  one  of  Wilkinson’s  prototypes, 
however,  Franklin  decided  that  his  company  should 
manufacture  automobiles  and  automobile  parts  as 
well.  Thus  in  1901,  the  Franklin  automobile  was  bom. 
Franklin  spanned  three  decades  establishing  a  legend 
of  its  own  in  the  automobile  industry.  Charles 
Lindbergh,  for  whom  the  Airman  series  was  named, 
was  said  to  have  been  a  devoted  Franklin 
driver/owner.  In  1925,  John  Wilkinson  resigned  in 
protest  over  a  conflict  of  car  design  and  went  on  to 
build  another  car  under  his  own  name.

While  production  in  1906  was  45  cars,  by 
1913  it  grew  to  1540  units,  and  its  peak  was 
approximately  13,000  units  built  in  1925. 

Moon  attempted  to  produce  a  European-type  high- 
quality  car,  but  reliability  problems  with  its  earlier 
model,  Diana  (named  for  the  Roman  moon  goddess), 
lingered  in  the  marketplace  and  it  did  not  take  long 
for  the  company  to  finally  succumb  in  1930.

Founded  by  John  Hertz,  the  Yellow  Cab  Company 
owned  and  operated  more  than  800  taxicabs  in  the 
Chicago  area. 

John  Daniel  Hertz  (1879-1961)  was  a 
Czechoslovakian-born  American  transportation 
magnate  who  revolutionized  the  taxicab  industry, 
manufactured  taxicabs,  trucks  and  buses  for  its  own 
use  as  well  as  for  other  companies  nationwide  and 
abroad.  Hertz’s  entry  into  the  taxicab  business  started 
out  with  a  troubled  used  car  dealership  he  helped 
turn  around.  He  was  offered  a  partnership  in  that 
dealership  and  lost  no  time  utilizing  the  surfeit  of 
used  cars  as  profitable  taxicabs.  From  this  small  outfit  iUoi 
blossomed  the  “Yellow  Cab”,  which  is  today  a 
standard  in  the  business. 

Hertz’s  Yellow  Cab  drivers  were  uniformed  and 
inspected  daily  for  good  appearance.  They  shared  in 
fleet  profits,  earned  commissions  and  were  cared  for 
by  doctors,  dentists  and  attorneys  hired  by  Hertz  for 
the  purpose.  Knowing  how  a  smooth  flow  of  traffic 


would  help  the  efficiency  and  profitability  of  his  fleet, 
Hertz  offered  to  install  the  first  traffic  lights  in 
Chicago  promising  to  remove  them  if  they  didn't 
work.  But  they  did  and  stayed  for  everybody’s  benefit. 

Hertz  commitment  to  a  safe  and  efficient  taxicab 
brought  him  into  another  aspect  of  the  business.  As 
none  of  his  cabs  were  built  for  the  rigors  of  taxi  use, 
Hertz  set  out  to  design  and  manufacture  a  vehicle 
expressly  for  this  purpose.  In  1915,  the  Yellow  Cab 
Manufacturing  Company  was  established  to  build 
specialized  cars  for  the  Yellow  Cab’s  own  use.  By 
1925,  almost  3,000  cabs  were  produced  and  Hertz 
established  fleets  in  Kansas  City,  Philadelphia  and 
New  York.  While  his  expansion  out  of  Chicago  was 
not  successful,  his  manufacturing  operation 
flourished.  The  company  supplied  specialized  cabs  to 
other  companies  nationwide  and  abroad.  One  of  its 
subsidiaries,  the  Yellow  Coach  Manufacturing 
Company,  supplied  buses  to  many  of  the  country’s 
largest  systems. 

In  1923,  Hertz  wanted  to  add  a  new  dimension  to 
his  thriving  businesses  and  decided  to  go  into  the  car 
rental  business.  The  rest  is  history. 

This  certificate  is  the  first  we  have  seen  and  this 
offering  provides  a  unique  opportunity  to  own  an 
unusual  stock  signed  by  the  man  who  at  one  time  was 
referred  to  as  “The  King  of  Cabs”  and  whose  name  is 
now  synonymous  with  the  car  rental  industry.

This  certificate  is  signed  as  president  by  Samuel 
Insull,  the  genius  behind  Thomas  Edison’s  financial 
success  enabling  the  inventor  to  produce  light  bulbs, 
phonographs,  movies  and  a  host  of  other  practical 
inventions.  With  Insull's  guidance,  Edison  was  able  to 
bring  the  entire  industry  into  unprecented  growth.

The  wording  of  the  certificate  states  that  upon 
surrender  the  certificate  would  be  payable  by  the 
transfer  of  50  Agricultural  Land  on  any  of  the 
8,000,000  acres  of  land  supposedly  donated  by  the 
State  of  Texas.  However,  there  was  a  catch  which 
many  unwitting  investors  did  not  know.  Texas  statutes 
provided  that  the  company’s  headquarters  and  board 
meetings  must  take  place  in  Texas,  but  the  company 
moved  its  headquarters  to  New  York.  Fremont, 
explorer  and  one  time  Presidential  candidate  who 
made  fortunes  in  real  estate  and  mining,  was 
appointed  head  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Unable 
to  sell  its  securities  in  the  U.S.,  the  company  enlisted 
the  services  of  one  Henry  Probst,  who  by  some 
dubious  means  was  able  to  get  the  bonds  listed  on  the 
Paris  Exchange  and  was  able  to  sell  $4,500,000  worth 
of  securities  across  Europe.  Probst  and  Schmoele 
received  an  incredible  $550,000  commisions  between 
them!  Only  25%  of  the  monies  raised,  however,  went 
for  actual  construction  or  rolling  stock.  It  did  not  take 
long  for  the  company  to  be  under  receivership  and 
John  Fremont  was  temporarily  persuaded  to 
withdraw  from  the  railroad  business.

Daniel  Drew  (1797-1879)  was  an  American  financier 
and  post  Civil  War  archtypical  robber  baron  who 
made  a  great  fortune  in  stock  manipulations.  He 
served  briefly  in  the  War  of  1812  after  which  he 
engaged  in  the  cattle  and  horse  trading  business. 
Later  he  entered  the  steamboat  business,  but  was 
forced  out  by  his  fierce  competitor,  Commodore 
Vanderbilt.  Drew  then  turned  his  attention  to  stock 
brokerage.  Conspiring  with  Jay  Gould  and  James 
Fisk,  he  took  control  of  the  Erie  Railroad  at  the 
Commodore’s  expense.

With 
this  company,  John  D.  Rockefeller  and  H.  H.  Rogers  controlled 
the  flow  and  prices  of  oil  to  all  major  distribution  centers 


Henry  H.  Rogers  (1840-1909)  was  a  financier,  known  as  the 
mastermind  of  Standard  Oil  interests.  He  originated  the 
concept  of  pipeline  transportation.  Rogers  was  not  only  one  of 
the  dominant  figures  in  the  petroleum  industry,  but  was  also 
involved  in  a  number  of  copper,  gas,  railroad,  and  banking 
oueration

The  Staten  Island  Rwy  was  chartered  on  October 
18,  1851;  the  road  was  completed  in  1858.  It  was  built 
to  transport  people  a  distance  of  13  miles,  from 
Vanderbilt  Landing,  where  the  ferry  from  Manhattan 
arrived,  to  Tottenville,  one  of  the  main  residential 
areas  on  Staten  Island.  Jacob  H.  Vanderbilt  was  the 
company’s  first  president.  Unfortunately,  the 
company  did  not  prosper  under  his  guidance,  and  it 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  William  H.  Vanderbilt  in 
July  1861. 

William  H.  Vanderbilt  proved  to  be  energetic  and 
resourceful  in  his  attempts  to  reorganize  this  small 
railroad.  By  1864  he  had  paid  off  the  debt,  and  was 
increasing  the  company’s  equity  by  buying  steamboats 
and  landings  for  ferries.  However,  William’s  optimism 
in  the  potential  success  of  this  line  was  shortlived.  In 
1871  the  company  was  declared  bankrupt  and  was 
sold  under  foreclosure.  In  1884,  the  company  was 
once  again  reorganized  and  then  leased  for  99  years 
to  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  RR  Company.

When  a  fire  swept  through 
the  Racine  factory  in  late  1918,  Maibohm  relocated  in 
Sandusky  and  was  producing  up  to  thirty  cars  a  day  by 
late  1920. 

H.  C.  Maibohm,  however,  was  not  around  to  see 
many  of  his  cars  built.  He  was  busy  helping  other 
companies  recover  from  their  financial  straits  only  to 
find  his  own  company,  Maibohm  Motors,  in  similar 
situation. 

In  May  1922,  Maibohm’s  creditors  bought  the 
company  and  turned  it  over  to  Arrow  Motors,  which 
sold  refined  Maibohm  cars  as  the  Courier.

Shares  in  Standard  Oil  were  very  tightly  held;  five 
shareholders  when  first  incorporated  in  1870,  and 
only  41  by  1880.  Standard  Oil  (now  Exxon)  was  the 
world's  largest  oil  producer  which  then  controlled 
90%  of  the  U.S.  oil  business. 

John  D.  Rockefeller  (1839-1937)  started  his  business 
career  as  a  bookkeeper.  By  age  19  he  was  a  part  ner  in 
a  produce  business.  He  began  operating  a  small 
refinery  business  with  his  partners  and  became 
alerted  to  the  growing  investment  possibilities  in  that 
fairly  new  industry.  In  1870,  he  organized  the 
\0  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Ohio  and  proceeded  to 
achieve  control  over  90%  of  the  oil  refineries  in  the 
country.  Rockefeller  had  little  interest  in  discovering 
oil.  He  left  that  to  wild  catters  and  other  speculators. 
He  concentrated  on  the  refining,  transportation, 
distribution  and  sales  of  petroleum  products,  building 
a  fortune  estimated  at  over  a  billion  dollars  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  In  his  later  years,  Rockefeller 
contributed  great  sums  of  money  to  schools  and 
institutions  including  the  University  of  Chicago,  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  and  the  Rockefeller  Institute 
for  Medical  Research. 

Henry  Morrison  Flagler  (1830-1913),  American  oil 
magnate  associated  with  J.  D.  Rockefeller,  organized 
the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway  (1886),  and  built  great 
hotel  resorts  in  Miami  (1892-96).

This 
land  speculation  was  clearly  a  spin  off  of  Robert 
Morris’s  operations;  indeed  the  Dutchmen  may  have 
purchased  their  lands  from  Morris.  Such  speculations 
were  encouraged  by  the  United  States  funding  of  its 
debt  coupled  with  growing  fears  that  the  French 
would  soon  invade  the  Netherlands.
